trees should be planted to the acre. 
The kernel of the nut is frequently 
made into ornam ents for the hair, 
or into necklaces. 
Occasionally one meets with de­ 
formed nuts, consisting of the husk 
with small, miashapen nuts having 
no kernel inside. The natives a t­ 
tribute this blighting of the fruit to 
the tree-frog which.by smelling the 
flower, can prevent
